MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Aug. 3.—

United States marines, their band blar- 
ing a march, swung down the main 
street from their camp to the railroad 
station today, while senorita sweet- 
hearts and other friends waved: adieu 
the column boarded a special train for 
the west coast—the American “occu- 
pation” of Nicaragua was over.

PROHIBITION. and destroys hope of the early development of such 


codperation and accord as neighbor states need for 
their peace and prosperity. 


John Buongore, a veteran of the world war and 
later an enlisted man in the 6th field artillery 
at Camp Meade, was entrapped by two prohibition 
agents at Havre De Grace, Md. They gave him an 
order for liquor and he delivered two quarts of 
whisky to them. One of the agents was Joseph 
A. Ferbershaw, sent from Washington to Havre 
De Grace. : 

Buongore was placed unde? : est and he asked 
permission to telephone his wife, He was allowed 
to do so and took the opportunity to run away. 


Ferbershaw shot him twice while he was running 
and a third time after he had fallen, killing him. 
The coroner's jury immediately held the agent for 
an unjustified killing and he was wut in jail. 

’ This was a brutal, inhuman killing. In spite of 
the rights which an officer of the law has to sub- 
due a person resisting arrest or to stop one 
running away from him after drrest, it was 
murder done with official authority. It was de- 
humanized ferocity consistent with the history and 
precepts of fanati¢ism. The local authorities ought 
to seek for responsibility above the agent who did 
the killing and if it is fotind that this man’s 
superiors in Washington gave him instructions to 
shoot and kill on such occasions have them also 
indicted for murder. : 

There are many people in the United States who 
think that Buongore ought to have been killed if 
he tried to run away after selling two quarts of 
whisky. They do not believe that any methods 

of preventing the "sale of intoxicants can be too 
severe. They havé more sympathy for a man 
killer than for a Violator of the Volstead act. They 
indorsé punishment by injunction and contempt 
proceedings and by tfial without jury. They in- 
dorse search and seizure without writs, the in- 
vasion of homes without authority. They indorse 
double jeopardy: They indo entrapment. They 

- g@re contemptuous of all the ections which the 

Jaw heretofore has put around the individual. 

The former disposition of courts was to frown 
on a case or throw it out if the agents of the 
law had solicited the accused to commit the crime 
of which he was charged. It is frequently an easy 
way of getting evidence, but in many cases morally 
offensive. . |

The powerful organization of the late Robert! 
M. La Follette seems to have decided that his son, 
Robert Junior, will make the best catididate for 
his place. The appeal of sentiment is a valuable 
asset, not so strong as it would be if Mrs. La Fol- 
lette’s health had permitted her to run, yet of 
considerable weight. Gov. Blaine would seem to 
be the lIdgical candidate of his faction, but the 
main thing is to hold thé pérsonal following of 
the late senator for the organization. 

Young Mr. La Follette has had no experience or 

responsibility which would offset his youth and 

especially fit him to represent a great commion- 

wealth in the senate of thé United States. But 

fitness is of less importance from the organization 

standpoint than ability to ho}i the father’s devoted 

following. 

The course of events will be followed with inter- 

est outside of Wisconsin. The whole country is 

concerned with every sénatorship and in this case 

there is a possibility that Wisconsin may speak 

with an entirely different voice in the national 

counsels.

he is gone it may be that the strong element of /

Thé safid nséd is a finé 
silica. The air and sind clean off the 
surface and give it a polish. Wheré a 
sand biast is used to treat cabinet work, 
the sand under préssure eats out the 
soft parts of the wood, causing the 
harder areas to stand out.

Tarpaulins are spread around to pro- 
tect objects from the sand biast. The 
men who manipulate the pipes breathe 
an atmosphere that is charged with dust. 
They wear cloths around their heads. 
These appear to be home made devices, 
and not especially effective. 

It has been proved that the consump- 
tion rate is very high in certain dusty 
trades. The same is true of the rates 
for miner’s phthisis, bronchitis, pneu- 
monia, bronchial asthma, and hay fever. 
It seems probable that certain kinds of 
Gusts tend te cause consumption ; others, 
to cause pneumonia; and still others, 
asthma and hay fever.

Chicago, Aug. 1.—The city transporta- 
tion problem seems to have died a nat- 
ural death. 
have décided that the best way to settle 
the question is not to settle it. But 


there is still one way open for rapid 
transit that can not be touched by city 
politicians. 

If the Northwestern and the Illinois 
Central railroads could reach an agree- 
ment they could give the finest possible 
transportation and at the same time 
give exceptionally fine through freight 
and passenger service. Why could they 
not build a subway from the Randolph 
street tracks of the I. C. to some point 
on the Northwestern line north of that 
depot? The south side is going to de- 
velop more and more in a business way. 
People will want to live in north shore 
and west town suburbs. If through 
service is given via the Illinois Central, 
the subway suggested above, and the 
Northwestern line, there would be plenty 
of traffic to make such a subway a pay- 
ing proposition. 

As far as the railways themselves are

The Chicago surface lines’ twenty year 
franchise expires in February, 1927.

Boston, Mass., Aug. 3.—(#/)—Arthur 
Russell, vice president of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad and 
president of the New England Transpor- 
a recently organized 
subsidiary, today outlined the policy of 
the New Haven road regarding the co- 
ordination of rail and motor cofich high- 
Way service in southern New England 
before* the Massachusetts department of 
public utilities. He pointed out that a 
considerable percentage of passenger 
travel had.left the rails for the high- 
ways, and that the New Haven, with in- 
creased operating expenses, faced an in- 
creasing loss in passenger business. 

“It is onty fair,”’ he said, “that the 
New Haven, which is taxed annually 
$5,000,000, a substantial part of which is 
used to build and maintain highways, 
should have the right to use certain high- 
ways to retain the traffic for which it 


has been buijilt.”’

it is trite that a revolution is not 
realized until it is half over. It is not 
surprising therefore that writers of 
books are for the most part still en- 
gaged in tracing the economic and cul.- 
tural consequences of the movement of 
population tocenters of mechanical 
power, while we are already far along 


in the new revolution caused by bring- 
ing more efficient means for the gener- 
ation and use of mechanical power to 
the rural and small town population. 

But that is why the life of the coun- 
try has changed so much more rad- 
ically than that of the city. It ex- 
plains a host of things that puzzle 
publicists who fail to see that most of 
the new trends of our time, alarming 
or pleasing, are simply consequences 
of easiér work and greater leisure 
caused by the increased use of non- 
human power in labor.

As the life of the country and smal] 
towns was less affected by the first great 
change that ushered in the factory sys- 
tern, so it is more affected than the life 
of the cities by the new revolution in 
thuman labor. Although highway build- 
ing, which in many ways is the out- 
standing economic and political fact of 
our time, is not by any means a purely 
economic development, some idea of how 
it was bound to affect rural life may 
be had from the fact that of all power 
used in farm work 15 per cent goes for 
road hauling and for hauling about the 
farm half as much.
